The Hi Jinx M/C held their first 


poker run on Sunday, September 25th. 


The riders gathered at Jenkins Sport 
Center in Norwalk, under a heavily 
overcast sky, for what proved to be 
an unusual poker run. Perhaps the 
damp, cool, foggy morning frightened 
away some ofthe fair weather riders, 
but the 39 who signed up for the run, 
found the change from the regular 
poker run routine refreshing. 

As riders signed in, they were 
given a number, and they parked 
their machines in a row according 
to these numbers. Since neither 
maps nor instructions were given 
out upon signing in, no one could 
leave until the Hi Jinx officials 
were ready for the first bike to pull 
out. At 9:30 a.m. the cyclist were 
told to go to their mounts and pre- 
pare to leave. Each participant was 
called up by number, and as he rode 
up to the starter, he was given an 
envelope containing directions to 
check point #1 and the first of six 
cards for his'poker hand. The bikes 
were sent out at two-minute inter- 
vals, so that they would not bunch 
up and each would have to find his 
own way through the run. Everyone 
got quite à kick from the first di- 
rection sheet, as the first four di- 
rections only led the riders around 
the block and back past the start. 

It didn't take long for each rider 
to discover for himself that the di- 
rection sheets were just a little 
unusual; as he began counting traf- 
fic signals and stop signs, check- 
ing names on mailboxes and prices 
of tract homes, and even counting 
red and green dots on a sign by a 
railroad track. At each check-point 
the riders received another envelope 
with directions to the next check 
and a playing card. Even this was 
not made too easy because at some 
check points they were hidden and 








the riders had to search through 
grass, bushes and trees to find 
their envelopes. 

The run led the cyclists over the 
twisting, winding roads of moun- 
tains and canyons, along scenic 
country highways and down wide 
city streets until the 70-mile ride 
ended at a park back in the city of 
Norwalk. Since the run didn’t cover 
any freeways, many small bikes 
were able to join in the fun, includ-

Upon arriving at the park, riders 
began swapping tales of the run, as 
they relaxed on the grass. Some of 
the bikers thought it was one of the 
finest runs of the year, simply be- 
cause it was a little different and 
even a little difficult.

THE RIDERS CONCERN Part Il 
By R. O. Fee 


Hints and tips on safety for riding 
motorcycles are legion and can be had 
from several sources; one of the best is 
a booklet called “Freedom of the Road” 
put out by Suzuki and the So. Calif. 
Automobile Club. I personally feel that 
this booklet should be required reading 
for novice riders and reviewed yearly by 
all riders. 

Without getting into a list of riding 
do’s and don'ts, there is a basic com 
cept that must be grasped by every rider 
in one form or another if he is to survive 
in todays traffic conditions. 

I was very recently privileged to sail 
on a Navy Minesweeper. On no less 
than two occasions during the day; once 
in the Long Beach Harbor and once on 
the great expanse of the open Pacific, 
the ship’s engines were stopped dead 
when the OOD sighted another ship that 
might have come too close for safety. 
The Navy is so concerned about con- 
stant attention to safety, that in several 
place of prominence on the bridge this 
phrase is engraved; “Eternal Vigilance 
is the Price of Safety!” 

“Knees make poor fenders”, “They’ll 
Kill you if they can,” Watch for fools, 
“Drive for everybody,” “Ride defensive- 
ly,” are some of the phrases that ex- 
press various riders’ concept of safety. 
However verbalized, they all boil down 
to one word — ATTENTION. 

The motorcyclist must be forever 
alert to threatening situations and cir 
cumstances that might even remotely 
endanger him. The automobile provides 
a protective cocoon of steel that insur- 
ance can repair when damaged. The 
cyclist has no such protection. His only 
defense is using his wits and judgement 
to prevent a collision or upset by avoid- 
ing dangerous situations long before 
they become a threat. Textbooks call 
this “defensive driving” and it applies 
to riding, driving or walking. 

The problem is how to keep a new 
rider alive or uninjured long enough to 
have a sufficient number of close calls 
and realize that he must be thinking at 
all times of safety, his safety, or he 
won't win today's daily game of survival. 

Education is the answer. The new 
rider must be told what is going to hap- 
pen and how to benefit from what does 
happen. More is involved than mere 
operation of his machine, although this 
is of great importance. A thorough study 
of do's and don'ts will help shorten the 
trial and error learning period. But only 
if someone has told that rider (or he is 
sharp enough to realize it on his own) 
that he is going to have close calls and 
that he better stop and analyze each 
one, not to curse the other fool, but to 
consider how he could have avoided the 
situation. 

Who is going to educate the new 
rider? The dealer is the first to come to 
mind. However, the dealers seemed to 
have failed in this respect (although 
there are exceptions to that generaliza- 
tion). The legislators only think they 
have the answer. Just clamp a helmet on 
everyone’s head. 

The easiest place to introduce rider 
education is to the students in the 
driver education classes. Long Beach, 
Los Angeles and Gardena are starting 
such programs. 

The next logical place to start is in 
the community. It is here that organized 
motorcycle clubs can function. 


Mickey Green, who rides with the 
Golden State Motorcycle Club, has ap- 
proached the City of Azusa with a pro- 
posal to present a program to the com- 
munity’s new riders, young riders and 
their parents. Temple City and Arcadia 
have also expressed enthusiasm for his 
program: a film on safety, short talks on 
safety and displays of damaged safety 
equipment along with a demonstration of 
riding skills. 

One man can’t do it all. Mickey is 
setting up the program and will soon 
need volunteer help from veteran riders 
to get it rolling and carry it to new 
areas. You can help. For further infor- 
mation call Mickey Greene at Edgewood 
9-4726. 

What can the State do? Tune in again 
next week.

Weekends on Wheels

A friend of mine just sold his 
Honda...says he rode it for over a 
year and didn’t meet any nice 
people. It just shows, you can’t be- 
lieve everything you see in print.

Last week I decided to take a 
road trip to Wrightwood, a quaint 
and picturesque town about 80 miles 
Northeast of Los Angeles in the 
Angeles National Forest. During the 
winter, Wrightwood is an active ski 
resort, but at this time of year, it is 
quiet and very beautiful. All of the 
buildings are of wood frame con- 
struction, and their unpainted finish 
almost makes you believe that you 
were somewhere in the Swiss Alps. 
The trip via the Angeles Crest High- 
way is one of the most scenic in 
Southern California. 

Those were my plans...however, 
things don't always work out. 

Since this is my second column, 
I decided that it was about time to 
try flexing my newly found muscles 
that I was told would go along with 
being a powerful and dynamic 
journalist. 


SUZU ... NO KEY! 


Icalled Monte Curry, who handles 
the public relations for Suzuki, told 
him of my plans, and asked if I 
could try out their hottest item, the 
X-6 Hustler. Sure enough, it worked! 
The next afternoon, the motorcycle 
was delivered to my office. The 
only problem was that Suzuki neg- 
lected to furnish the keys. 

My secretary suggested that per- 
haps the motorcycle should be called 
*Suzu",..after all, it had no key! ... 
Needless to say, she is now on 
un-employment, 

It took three hours for the mes- 
senger to get out to the new Suzuki 
plant in Santa Fe Springs and return 
...I'm sure glad they moved closer in. 

Once we got the bike started, (if 
you have the keys, it rarely takes 
more than one kick) I was delighted 
to find that the X-6 lived up to all 
of those spectacular performance 
claims. From zero to sixty, it ac- 
celerates like a 650. Its 2 cycle, 
250cc engine puts out 29 horse- 
power, and since the bike weighs 


only 295 pounds, it is probably the 
hottest performing lightweight in 
town. The six-speed transmission 
works smoothly, and because of the 
abundance of gears, there is literal- 
ly“the proper gear” for every speed. 


CYCLE-DELICIOUS TRIP 


Because of the scenic, yet curving 
mountain roads of the Angeles Crest 
Highway, the X-6 proved to be an out- 
standingtouring bike for this moderately 
short trip. However, I do feel that the 
bike was a little light for my tastes, 
especially if one was to be doing some 
really extended driving. 

To reach the Angeles Crest Highway, 
you turn off the Golden State Freeway 
at the Colorado Street exit (this is one 
exit south of the intersection with the 
Ventura Freeway and is in the Griffith 
Park area). Follow Colorado into Glen- 


dale, make a left on Glendale Blvd. ' 


until it runs into State Route 2. Route 2 
becomes the Crest Highway, and in 
about 10 miles you will start to climb to 
La Canada and ontothe National Forest, 
Itisa good idea to gas up in La Canada, 
as there is no gas for about 70 miles, 
and once in the Forest, it is a long 
walk back. 

The road climbs rapidly, and in no 
time at all you will be at around 4000 
feet. Regardless of the weather in the 
Los Angeles area, it is a good idea to 
bring warm clothes for this trip. There 
are some areas en route to Wrightwood 
that are so cold that snow stays on the 
ground all year! 

This, in fact, became our problem. 
When we reached the Red Box Ranger 
Station, only 22 miles from where we 
turned off the Golden State, it was so 
cold that we decided to check the weath- 
er ahead with the Rangers. (By the way, 
any Ranger Station has complete weath- 
er details plus a free map of the Angeles 
National Forest that shows every paved 
and dirt road in the entire area. It is a 
must for road and dirt riders alike.) The 
weather ahead was threatening, with 
tain forecastand even a chance of snow. 

Since this was to be a “fun” trip, I 
decided to turn back 4% miles and take 
route N-3 which heads west out of the 
Forest and down into Palmdale. Follow 
N-3 to Aliso Canyon Road, make a left 
and follow this to Soledad Canyon. An- 
other left and you can take the old 
Soledad Canyon highway directly to the 
Saugus-Newhall area. 

What a drag...here I was in Newhall, 
less than two hours after I had started 
on a cycle-delic escape to romantic and 
exotic Wrightwood.

The Saturday night TT at Ascot was 
a thriller, one of the best we've seen all 
season for action, The black flag was 
used on several occasions, The Expert 
semi had three re-starís when riders 
played tangle-tires where the first turn 
tightens up. Bruce Holland undoubtedly 
set a new Ascot record for high flying 
when his machine came to an abrupt 
stop and Bruce didn’t, A real record was 
set by Gene Canady in the Novice Main. 
Amateur Randy Say went swimming in 
the lake, His bike didn’t make it all the 
way into the drink, but Randy did and 
had to wade out. And if that wasn’t 
enough action, the Expert Main event 
was won by Eddie Mulder with a pillion 
passenger! 

Some of the heat races for the night 
were ding-dong affairs. In the first Nove 
ice heat with over half the entry com- 
posed of Sunday-scrambles-riders like 
Carl Patrick, Dan Kelly, Willard Schwartz 
and John Sprague, John showed them 
what weekly riding does to keep you in 
shape when he proceeded to dust them 
all off. 

The first Amateur heat developed 
into a fight between John Bradford and 
Jim Berry, with the lead changing hands 
several times and neither man giving an 
inch. At one point they went into the 
left-hander to the back straight glued 
together! 

John Fishburn on his Ariel fought up 
through the gang in his heat, passing 
rider after rider to finally take the first 
by diving to the inside after the jump. 
But to the disappointment of John and 
the crowd, he couldn't make it to the 
line for the Main, and George Stiber, 
fresh off the plane from qualifying in 
San Francisco, took his place as first 
alternate. 

There were only two Expert heats, 
butthefirst one was great. Gene Romero, 
Eddie Mulder, Dusty Coppage, Dan 
Haaby, Clyde Litch, Dave Palmer, Dal- 
las Baker and Guy Louis were all eager 
to go. So eager, a couple of themjumped 
the gun three times! Starter Whitey Ford 
finally turned them loose with Coppage 
and Mulder circling around back by line 
three, leaving them both with quite a 
pack to get through. By the time the 
checkered flag dropped, Mulder had 
worked up into fourth position and a 
transfer to the main, with riding as good 
or better than we've ever seen him do. 

The Trophy Dash went to Gene Ro- 
mero, in spite of Skip Van Leeuwen 
trying real hard to catch him, along with 
with Jack Simmons and Dave Palmer. 


New Novice Record 


A new record was set by the Novices 
in their Main of 5:09.67. The old record 
was 5:12.62. After a re-start, Dan 
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with a lap and a half to go! This put 
Gene Canady into first spot with John 
Sprague in second, Sprague, who wasn’t 
letting off for a moment, bounced into 
Canady and then went wide. Benelli- 
mounted Joe Roseberry who had been 
hauling along in third, saw his chance 
and dove under Sprague to end up with 
second place, 


Bradford Breaks Bike 


John Bradford charged into the lead 
inthe Amateur Main with Rich Thorwald- 
son hard after him. In third and fourth 
places Jim Berry and Jack Konie were 
making tracks. On lap seven, with Brad- 
ford well out into the lead, he went into 
turn one, straightened up and continued 
straight on around into the pits. The 
gearbox on his Triumph had stopped 
working, putting him out of the running 
completely. Thorwaldson was now in the 
lead with Jack Konle second, Jim Berry 
third with Butch Languth challenging 
hard. The win went to Triumph-mounted 


Thorwaldson, his second straight, with 
a time of 8:13.85. 

In the Expert main the lead changed 
three times in four laps. Jack Simmons 
on his Norton-Metisse got under Gene 
Romero to take the lead with the big 
Norton really hauling, Eddie Mulder, 
with all stops pulled out, charged up 
behind Jackand when the Metisse (which 
obviously wasn't handling too well on 
the Ascot layout) slid, Mulder scooted 
into the lead. Romero then set sail on 
Simmons and once again the speed was 
there in the Norton but the handling 
wasn't and Simmons had to settle for 
third.

When the Playboy’s M.C. of Long Beach held their second annual 
field meet Sunday, October 2nd, they proved they were tops in present- 
ing motorcycle fun and games.

Chariots to Chargers 


The traditional American style of 
oval racing may have been derived from 
the anxient Roman sport of chariot rac- 
ing. The sport progressed very slowly 
in Europe, in fact it was looked down 
on by many early racers on the Conti- 
nent who even in the Eighteenth cen- 
tury preferred to race on a course that 
provided an assortment of handicaps 
and challenges. 

The imaginative and competitive 
Americans who pioneered the traditional 
oval racing in this country dislikedthis 
European concept? Realizing that an 
ovalrace course would letall the racers 
travel at about the same speed and that 
‘the true competition would be in the 
same speed and that the true competi- 
tion would bé in the drivers' hands, 
unlike the European style where car 
design and faster speed determine the 
champion, the forerunners of the oval 
fraternity designed a raceway similar at 
both ends so that a driver could use his 
ability to get around the turns as quick- 
ly as possible to overtake and pass his 
competitors in the straightaways. 

Because of the close proximity of 
the race course to the spectators, oval 
racing is truly a spectator sport. In 
fact, oval track racing today draws 
more spectators than any other type of 
automotive competition event, 

As the popularity increased so did 
the purses offered the racers, and the 
expenditures of the promoters also in- 
creased by providing better spectator 
accommodations and improvements to 
the race track, such as better pit areas 
and asphalt paving that included banked 
turns for faster lap times and higher 
speeds. 

Will Tice, who recently owned San 
Gabriel Valley Drag Strip, has now 
built one of the finest oval racing 
facilities in the United States. As the 
name implies, the new raceway is lo- 
cated in the Southern California hot bed 
of automobile enthusiasm, the San 
Gabriel Valley. 

Wanting to modernize the sport, Tice 
rejected old traditional ideas and built 
a raceway to the specifications of a 
super swift and imaginative layout. The 
familiar drab black and white checkers 
which adorn almost every square foot of 
painted areas at most race tracks have 
been eliminated in favor of pleasing 
pastels with planned contrasting land- 
scaping. The track is surrounded by a 
concrete crash wall that is topped with 
a six-foot baked enamel steel fence 
that carries the pastel colors of blue 
and hawaiian surf and white in alternate 
twenty foot panels. The black asphalt, 
rich brown of the motorcycle- course, 
and the green grass infield certainly 
qualify this raceway as one of the most 
beautiful and appealing facilities in the 
entire United States. 

The success ofthis venture naturally 
depends on the quality of the perfor-

mance given to the spectator. Only 
Championship quality events are sched- 
uled. This schedule will include only 
the finest machinery and men available 
in the entire country. Quality Champion- 
ship racing was the reason for the un- 
believable success and admiration of 
the San Gabriel Valley Drag Strip while 
itwas in operation with Tice’s direction 
before its untimely closing due to the 
progress of Southern California, which 
needed the land the track occupied for 
an expansion of the growing electrical 
producing plant that is now situated 
there. This quality will be stressed 
according to Tice. 

Tice plans on using the same phi- 
losophy as he did at the drag strip. 
This is to provide excellent prize 
money that will entice the best drivers, 
riders and cars and bikes in each class, 
thereby providing the spectator with a 
show that could not possibly be dupli- 
cated, and to treat the participants with 
friendship and honesty. This philosophy 
paid off at the drag strip, as its pres- 
tige has yet to be attained by any other 
drag strip to this time. It is really quite 
simple: If the racer is more than satis- 
fied he will naturally put on a better 
show for the spectator, who in turn will 
be extremely contented with his expend- 
iture and continue to supportSan Gabriel 
Valley Raceway. 

The asphalt surface at the San 
Gabriel facility is à measured one half 
mile with fourteen percent banks at 
each end. The "chutes" are seven 
hundred feet in length which combined 
with the fast banked turns provide for 
an ultimate raceway. 

Motorcycle competition has long 
been a favorite sport for Southern Cali- 
fornia novices and professionals. With 
this in mind Tice planned a decomposed 
granite inner track to include a TT 
Steeplechase and a Flat Track, 

The TT course employs two jumps 
on the front straight that vary in lift 
angle as the speed of the motorcycles 
increase. After rounding the first turn 
the bikes will be immediately faced 
with a reverse turn of two hundred and 
seventy degrees after which they will 
approach a similar situation at the far 
end before returning to the front straight. 
The TT track measures a minimum of 
thirty feet in width as it borders the 
inner edge of the massive fifty two foot 
asphalt automobile surface. 

The San Gabriel Valley is proud of 
of this new facility and hopes to fill a 
gap in the lives of the many thousands 
of Southern California residents who 
enjoy the pleasure of seeing Champion- 
ship automobile and/or motorcycle rac- 
ing. As time elapses improvements and 
additions will make this raceway's repu- 
tation and popularity that of which all 
citizens of California can be justly

ACA NATIONAL POINTS RACES 


SUNDAY, SEPTEMBER 25, 1966 By John Bardwell 


September 25th was: Buddy Parriott day at Willow Springs as the veteran 
road racer scored a double win, taking both the 250 and 500cc races back to 
back. Parriott had to battle for both victories, however, and against the same 
opponent, Ron Grant. 

When the green flag went down for the 8 lap 250 main event, Grant left 
the other 15 riders behind in a cloud of dust, and had his Suzuki halfway 
around before most were out of earshot. Walt Fulton, who had snuck in on a 
175cc Suzuki, was in pursuit with Parriott close behind. Fulton kept a small 
margin over Parriott’s Yamaha, squeezing every available ounce of power 
from the 175cc plant. However, neither rider seemed to be gaining on Grant 
until the 4th lap when Parriott turned it on, passing the determined but under- 
powered Fulton on the front straightaway. By the next circuit, Parriott had 
closed the gap on Grant and the two riders went wheel to wheel for the next 
two miles. With both machines wide open on the straight, Parriott squeeked 
by. Grant’s lap time on the next go ‘round was a little off his previous pace, 
and to remedy the situation Ron tore off the right side of his fairing at over 
100 mph, tossing it into the infield. 

Fulton remained in a distant third, followed by Tom Murphy who just 
couldn’t get with the pace although he had nipped Grant in the preceeding 
heat race on the same machine. 

On the last lap everybody turned their throttles wide open in a frantic 
dash for better positions, Grant had gained a little speed from his quick 
customizing job but was 5 seconds too late as Parriott passed the checkered 
flag. Fulton retained third place, still winding full revs from the 175. Steve 
Gibson, who spent most of the race in 6th place, rushed into 4th ahead of the 
faltering Murphy. 

In the next and final race of the day (350, 500 and Open) Grant was out 
for the win, and was again the first man into turn one despite his lack of 
cubic inches on the 250 Suzuki. Art Baumann, Honda 350, was close behind 
Grant, pushing hard for the first 3 laps, But again it was Parriott moving up 
quickly on his powerful Norton, passing J.D, Williams and’ Baumann on the 
same lap. On the next lap Parriott passed Grant and began building up a lead 
which lasted out the 10 lap event. The real show of the race was between 
Williams’ big Norton and Fulton’s Suzuki. It looked like a David and Goliath 
affair with nearly everybody pulling for the little machine. But the Norton’s 
power told the story, leaving Fulton in 4th. 

The 50 and 100cc field was an open contest with the obvious absence of 
Haruo Koshino and the amazing Suzuki 50. Ken Gardner was first off the line 
with his Yamaha 100, but Jeff Pasternak took over on the first turn on a 
similar machine and stayed in front for the full 6‘laps. Pasternak showed 
fine style in building up an untouchable lead. Gardner continued in second 
place until the 5th lap when he unloaded on the hill at turn 5. Second was 
inherited by James Damron riding something called an Ocelot and Larry 
Pruett was right on his tail for third with a Yamaha. 

The 125-175cc main event was the Walt Fulton show all the way as the 
Suzuki 125 made itself scarce from the first lap. Walt completely torqued 
under the seven man field, lapping the two last placed machines by the end 
of the 8 circuits. Jon Graber held second place throughout the race with a 
Bultaco 175 but couldn’t come close to Fulton. Steve McLaughlin, who might 


have given some competition, was out with mechanical ills on the second lap,

It must irk the AMA to no end that Gary 
will be required to join one of the 
MICUS affiliate clubs and apply through 
one of these organizations for an inter- 
national license, or for that matter, any 
rider in the AMA who wishes to race in 
European events is required to go 
through a MICUS affiliate club for an 
international license. I, too, think that 
Gary wil probably do a fine job in 
representing the United States in inter- 
national competition. Maybe if a few of 
the top AMA boys do get a little expo- 
sure to international racing and the type 
of rules and manner in which the events 
are run in other parts of the world, the 
AMA won't seem to be the last word in 
motorcycling.

The outstanding honors of the 
night were shared by Ray McCarty 
on a 250cc Husqvarna and Tom 
Sherman in the 100cc class on a 
Honda. Sherman captured both the 
100cc trophy dash and the 100cc 
main event. 

In the 100cc main, Sherman broke 
away at the start with 14 bikes in 
hot pursuit, and throughout the entire 
event, continued to pull away from 
the rest of the pack. Running in 
second spot was George La Fortune 
on a Hodaka, then Ron Hardesty on 
a Gilera. In fourth spot and moving 
up all the way from 7th place was 
Larry Maine, also on a Hodaka. In 
fifth place was Steve Rispin on a 
Yamaha, and in sixth place, all the 
way up from last spot on a new 90cc 
Honda, was Chuck Saxton. 

The 250cc main event saw four- 
teen 250cc riders on the line. Ray 
McCarty on his Husqvarna broke 
into the first corner and pulled 
away. After Ray, roared a group of 
about ten riders charging through 
turns 1 and 2. After the first lap, 


McCarty still held number one pos- 
ition, with Mike Tillman running 
second, Paul Coberly running third, 
Ted Yoder in fourth and Lee Stump- 
enhaus in fifth spot, In lap 8, Till- 
man had trouble coming out of turn 
2, allowing Yoder, Coberly and 
Stumpenhaus to get past him.
